A FIT LOCATION. 


The monument is to be erected at West 


Point, a place singularly appropriate, aud 
one which, if the General could have been 
consulted, fie would have chosen above 
all others.

is a statuesque portrait of the original in 
his last and fatal tight. It is eight feet m 
height, and dressed in a colonel's unitorm. 
The pedestal is to be of granite and will 
be nine feet high, which will make tlic 
whole structure about eighteen feet troui 
the ground to the top of the head. On tue 
four sides of the die of the pedestal ard 
three medallions and a tablet, alt oil 
bronze. The iront medallion represent 
Geln. Custer on horseoack, in the characil 
eristic costume in which he delighted ti|» 
appear while on a warlike expedition).

About the only thing 
to be said is, that every one ought to1 
have sense enough to know how, and 
when, and where to take his or her vaca- 
tion, and to avoid the idea that the recre- 
ation of another is a guarantee that the 
same place and things will give pleasure 
to the imitator. Means, tastes, habits, scxj 
time of life are all factors, and where
